A PUBLIC MEETING... ' 


We are glad to be able to announce’ that 
it is the intention of the, Hon, Mr. P. EH. 
Hotroax, the Senier Unofficial Meraber 
of the Legistativa Council, to call w. 
public mecting in a few days time: to 
diseuss the strike situation generally. 
Naturally first’ attention will be paid 
to formulating some general policy for 
dealing with ‘returning workers It ‘is 
quite likely that it will be found im- 
possible to lay «down any bard and 
fast rule, but if a general line is 
indicated upon which, common action 
might be taken, that will be some~ 
thing. We trust that the Govern- 
ment will be able. to give information 
regarding’ the way in which they propose 
to deal with their own-men. As we have 
remarked before, we sincerely ‘believe the 
whole of the commercial community are 
extremely.anxious to Uo the right, thing. 
But they wish to act together as‘far-as 
possible and, therefom, are waiting for 
some guidance as to what is the right 
thing to do. The meeting should give 
them the lead required ‘nnd is, therefore, 
to be welcomed. i 
“But apart. from thke-question of 
it’ ‘is "generally desired that 
should be some expression of opinion 
respecting ,the steps that might be taken 
to fortify ourselves in futyre against any 
upheaval similar to the one we have just 
been-through. It is recognised, of course, 
that strikes cannot.be prevented, but 
there is no reason why. we should not take 
ordinary business precautions to put our- 
selves in a position to withstand them 


[more easily when they do come. ‘Duting 


the pregeat atrike it was generally con-
